AST night I awoke at three. 

I might have felt sorry for myself. I 
might have lain and tossed. I might have 
worried about losing sleep. I did not do any of 
these things. I thought about a friend who had 
that day been informed by a doctor that his wife 
was mortally ill. My friend is a Unity student, and 
I knew that he had refused to accept the doctor's 
verdict; he believed in the power of prayer; he 

was expecting health to appear in his wife. 

I was glad I had awakened. This was a time 
when I could pray. I lay and thought about God. 
I gave my friend and his wife into the care of 
the Divine Compassion. I affirmed life for them. 

After a while I turned to thinking about the 
way my friend was meeting the crisis. Earlier in 
the day another friend had made the point to me 
that Unity students refuse to face facts. “They 
are pollyannas,” she said, “they refuse to look 
at sickness and death. They refuse to admit that 
sickness and death are there.” 

As I lay in the dark, I asked myself if the 
attitude the young man was taking was the wrong 
one. Was it taken out of strength or weakness? 
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Would it prove helpful to him? Would it prove 
helpful to his wife? Would it promote peace of 
mind and intelligent action ? 

There are four possible attitudes to take in a 
situation. 

You can believe that things are going to work 
out, and work hard to see that they do. 

You can believe that things are going to work 
out, and do nothing about them yourself. 

You can believe that things are not going to 
work out, but nevertheless work hard yourself. 

You can believe that things are not going to 
work out, and resign yourself to defeat. 

It is easy to see that the second and fourth 
attitudes have little to recommend them. 

The man who has the third attitude may suc- 
ceed in his endeavors, but how he suffers with 
them. “This is a hard, hard task,”” he groans under 
the heavy burden not only of his task but of his 
thoughts about it. 


Surely the first attitude is best of all. The 
man who has it is most likely to succeed, and what 
is more, he has a spirit of joy as he works toward 
success. 

Those who think of themselves as deep enough 
to be discouraged about things say that those who 
are encouraged about things have a shallow view 
of life; they call such people pollyannas. 
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If a pollyanna is someone who refuses to face 
facts, certainly none of us want to be one. We 
cannot get rid of facts by pretending that they 
are not there. But we can face facts, and still 
know that good is there, whether we can see it at 
first or not. It has to be there, because God is 
there. And we can seek in every situation to find 
and bring forth God's good. 

A pollyanna is not a person who refuses to 
face facts. He is a person who refuses to accept 
them. He does not believe that the passing facts 
are the ultimate truth. The ultimate truth is al- 
ways good. This is a good world. It is good be- 
cause He who made it is good. Because He who 
made it is good, there must be good in everything. 
The pollyanna, the positive thinker, the Unity 
student, looks for this good and does all he can 
to bring it forth. 

Of all men, none more than Jesus refused to 
be limited by facts. No matter what appearances 
might be, He looked for the good, expected the 
good, and did all He could to bring forth the 
good. Jesus knew that the world is the work of the 
good God. He was in the Good Presence always. 
Good was never far from Him. 

When He was asked to feed the multitude that 
had come to hear Him and found out that they 
had only a few loaves and fishes, He did not say 
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that the facts indicated He would not be able to 
do it. Beyond the facts He saw the everywhere-at- 
hand bounty of God, and He called it forth and 
fed the people. 

Even when they told Him that Lazarus was 
three days dead, He did not submit to the fact of 
death. Instead He decreed, expecting the good, 
“Lazarus, come forth.” 

Remember how much He approved of the army- 
captain who asked Him to heal his servant. When 
Jesus offered to go, the captain told Him it would 
not be necessary. “Only say the word, and my 
servant will be cured,” he said. Why did Jesus 
think so highly of this man? Because here was a 
man of faith like Himself; here was a man who 
expected and believed in the possibility of good. 

Jesus did not see a hungry multitude; He saw 
men fed by the infinite bounty. He did not see 
sick men; He saw men whole, alive with the alive- 
ness of divine life. He did not see drab facts; He 
saw the radiant truth. “Ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth will make you free,” He said. “Be 
of good cheer.” 

Never once did He say to anyone who came to 
Him for help, “You have to accept the facts.’’ He 
said over and over in many different words, “Ask, 
and it shall be given unto you; seek, and ye shall 
find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you.” 
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I like the story of the little girl who looked up 
at the church steeple and said, ““What’s the plus 
sign doing up there?” It is more than a coinci- 
dence that the symbol of Christianity, the cross, 
is also a plus sign, the sign of the positive, the 
positive-minded, the positive-hearted. 

Usually when men start talking about facing 
facts, they mean looking at the worst side of 
them. Facts are many-sided. Is it wrong to look 
for the best side rather than the worst? 

It is said that Thomas Edison made 10,000 ex- 
periments that failed before he made an electric 
bulb that lighted. What a fantastic amount of 
foolish optimism he must have had! Could a man 
who thought things were going to turn out badly 
have kept going? I do not believe it. 

Wilhelm Roentgen came to work one morning 
and found that a photographic plate he had left 
in a drawer was fogged. He might have bemoaned 
the fact. Instead, he discovered X rays—and 
opened the atomic age. 

Charles Goodyear dropped some elastic gum 
he was experimenting with on the stove. The fact 
certainly is that the gum was spoiled—but the 
truth is that the rubber industry had been founded. 

An apple fell and hit Sir Isaac Newton on the 
head. The fact is that the apple probably raised 
a lump—but the truth is that it brought forth 
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the theory of gravitation. 
In the Nova Scotia mine explosion of 1958, men 
were entombed for days without light, food, or 
water. They were keenly aware of their plight, but 
when one of them became depressed, the others 
crept around him and said all the things they could 
think of to encourage him. They would not let 
themselves stop believing in rescue. They would 
not let themselves stop expecting rescue. 


After days of almost unbelievable endurance 
rescue came. It is hard to believe that the attitude 
of the men did not make a difference in their 
survival. But the point I am trying to make is 
that their attitude is the one to take, whatever the 
outcome. It is better to go down to defeat be- 
lieving in victory, affirming it and striving for it 
to the end and helping others to strive for it to the 
end, than to go down believing in defeat, expect- 
ing and submitting to it. 

Faith leads men to try all sorts of things, some 
that they fail at. We can be grateful for this— 
for many of those who failed at first have gone 
on to win ultimate victory or prepare the way for 
others to win it. And only those who have dared 
to go beyond their depth have added to the stature 
of mankind, 


Charles Fillmore believed that he would live 
forever. Do you think he would have lived a more

useful life if at ten he had accepted the fact that 
he was a hopeless invalid? He lived to be ninety- 
four. He founded Unity and ran it. He wrote, lec- 
tured, traveled, lived actively when he was in his 
nineties. He influenced millions of persons. 

And he taught them to believe in the good. He 
taught them to keep believing. He taught them 
to keep acting on their belief. 

I wonder how many of us can continue to apply 
ourselves with spirit to a task, once we have be- 
come convinced that we cannot succeed at it. Even 
the hero who stands by his post and refuses to 
flee although he knows he will be overwhelmed 
makes his stand precisely because he believes that 
good will come out of what he is doing. He is able 
to make his stand because he knows, perhaps not 
consciously but in the deep core of his being, 
that he is “a part of all that’s good, and good 
shall be victorious.” 

This is a knowledge that all men have access 
to, and I think they know it most clearly in mo- 
ments of crisis. Then their eyes are lifted to it 
and they catch a glimpse of the eternal Truth 
shining through the changing facts. 

On one of the dark nights of my own spirit, I 
wrote this poem. I think it contains a truth: 


How much the human spirit 
Outweighs the human pain— 
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So much that no experience 
But can be counted gain! 


What faith before impossibles 
A man is capable of 

Who, being overwhelmed, 
Yet trusts that God is love! 


What doubter dares to say 
Man is not god or near it 
When even his defeats become 
The triumph of his spirit! 


A pessimist may ask, “How can you look at 
things and take a positive attitude?” But I ask, 
“How can you look at things and take any other ?” 

“If we had never before looked upon the 
earth,” wrote Richard Jefferies, “but suddenly 
came to it man or woman grown, set down in the 
midst of a summer mead, would it not seem to 
us a radiant vision?” 

Copernicus, looking at the heavens, exclaimed, 
“All I can do is adore!” Someone asked William 
Blake, “When the sun rises do you not see a round 
disc of fire, somewhat like a guinea?” “Oh, no,” 
said Blake, “I see an innumerable company of 
the heavenly host crying, “Holy, holy, holy is the 
Lord God, the Almighty.’ ”’ 


Oh, the unbelievable, unexplainable, fantastic, 
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marvelous world! Too vast, too varied to be com- 
prehended with all our sense and senses! And 
most marvelous of all the marvels, man! 

One of the oldest and most universal of stories 
is the story of the baby born to a king who in 
one way or another is taken from the palace and 
brought up as a woodchopper or a swineherd or 
in some other lowly position. Then, when he is 
grown, he makes his way back to the palace, and 
there finds out that he is not a woodchopper, 
but a king’s son. And immediately that is what he 
is. Because the truth is that that is what he always 
was. He is a king’s son; he merely believed he 
was a woodchopper; and he has only to see the 
truth to come into his birthright. 

This is what the positive thinkers believe about 
man. We look at man and see the woodchopper, 
but we also see the king’s son. We look at the 
world and see the facts and flaws, but we also see 
the divine perfection working to come forth. 

Down through the centuries there have been 
many to say: “It won’t work.” ‘Nothing good can 
come out of this.” “It’s hopeless.” Even, “The 
world is coming to an end.” 

Yet after thousands of years of chance and 
change, man is still pursuing the great and un- 


predictable adventure that is life; there are more 


men than there have ever been; they are healthier, 
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more intelligent, more understanding, more gen- 
erous, more human-hearted. 

I wonder how much the human race has ever 
been helped by those who pointed out the dreadful 
state of affairs. Suppose they were right. Whom 

would you want at your side in the mine disaster ? 
1 One of them, prophesying destruction? Or some- 

one with courage, faith, and hope, someone with 
a cheerful word and a friendly hand on your 
shoulder in the dark, trying to find a way out and 
helping you to find your way out too? 

A friend of mine won a citation in World War 
I, because when the engineers he was with were 
pinned down on a hillside by enemy fire, he kept 
them singing while they worked. 

Singing under fire! Whispering to a downcast 
friend in a mine disaster all the reasons you can 

think of why he will be rescued! Pollyanna fool- 
\ ishness! Surely, but it is out of such brave and 

wonderful human foolishness that human prog- 
ress and endurance have come. 

Thank God for the ones with a word of cheer, 
a smile of encouragement, a thought of hope! 
Thank God that in times of trouble most of us 
become pollyannas, believing in the good, seek- 
ing the good, and helping others to believe in it 
, and seek it. If this were not so, the human race 

would have vanished long ago—obliterated not 
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by events but by its own discouragement. 

I know a man who is a typical pollyanna. He 
is the superintendent of a printing plant. He can- 
not pass by a person he knows without a hand- 
shake and a warm, ‘God bless you.’’ He will turn 
out of his way, walk across a room to take your 
hand in his and utter his blessing. Because of this 
habit he is known by many of his business friends 
as the ““God-bless-you man.” 

The other day an acquaintance, who is a mil- 
lionaire and the head of a large firm, stopped 
him in one of the service clubs he belongs to 
“Shake hands with me,” said this man. My friend 
shook hands with him and added his usual, “God 
bless you.” 

“That's what I wanted,” said his acquaintance. 
“A couple of weeks ago, I ran into you here. As 
you usually do, you shook my hand and said, 
‘God bless you.’ Now this may have been just an 
automatic reaction with you. But it happens that 
I was as low as I have ever been in my life. I 
can’t tell you why, but I was at the end of my rope. 
All I can say is that your handshake and ‘God 
bless you’ took hold of me and turned me back to 
life and God. I was able to start taking command 
of myself again. And I want to say that I hope 
you never quit shaking your friends’ hands and 
saying to them, ‘God bless you!’ ”’
